One is OSCAR (Orb- 
iting Satellite Carrying Amateur Radio), 
a project sponsored by Oscar, Inc., an 
Organization based at Foothills College, 
Caiif. This group has already launched 
four satellites as a support communications 
for other tracking installations. When a 
fifth OSCAR is launched this spring, SSD- 
O wil] track it to check the accuracy of 
its own equipment by comparing its own 
findings against published orbital data. 

The Lehigh group also will build a 
high-powered transmitter for 144 and 4: 
MHz with which the students will transmit 
over OSCAR and communicate over a 
wider range than is now possible on these
